split ballots. Governor Beeckman ran 
way ahead of his ticket, as was expect- 
ed, carrying every district in the city 
by large pluralities except the strong 
Democratic fiflhdislricl, umlcven iherc 
became within 81 votes.of the Demo- 
cratic candidate, u surprising record 
thai gives renewed evidence of the im- 
mense popularity of Governor Heeck- 
manin his home city. 


On the olher hanil, the vote for Con- 


gressman O'Shaunessy and Senator 
PelerG. Gerry surprised even the most 
sanguine of their followers. O'Shau- 
nessy, Democrat, received only about 
200 less votes than did Becckman, Re- 
publican, having a plurality in this city 
over Ezra Dixon of over 1000 votes, 
nearly double his plurality of two years 
ago. 
Qerry, the Democratic candidate 


for Senator, secured a plurality of 671 
over Henry F. Lippitt, the Republican 
nominee. An amazing feature of this 
contest was that many Newpurters be- 
lieved that Ihc "Republican candidate 
was ex-Governor Charles Warren Lip- 
pitt who owns a handsome summer res- 
idence at the end of Ledge Road. This 
misconception was not confined to illit- 
erate voters by any means but some 
business men who ought to be ashamed 
of their ignorance shared in this belief. 


As was expected 
Hughes and Fair- 


banks carried the city, but not by the 
nominal Republican vote, their plural- 
ity being only 233 over Wilson and Mar- 
shall, while on the general State ticket 
outside of Governor the pluralities ran 
over 500 for the Republican candidates, 
Guy N'orman, the Republican nominee 
for Senator, made a good run. having a 
majority of 4SS over W. Herbert Si5- 
snn, considerably more than Iho Repub- 
lican Presidential ticket. 
He came 


within ten votes of carrying the Demo- 
cratic fourth district, which is a partic- 
ularly good showing for a Republican 
candidate. 


There was no opposition to the five 


nominees for the State House of Reri- 
resentatives, Fletcher 
W. Lawton, 


Frederick B. Coggeshall ard Max Levy, 
Republicans, being elected from the 
first three districts, and William A. 
Maher and James J. Martin,Democrats, 
being elected from the fourth and fifth 


'districts. There was a lsn.t in.-rea-e 


in the vote against licen;e but not 
enuugh to seriously threaten a change. 
The vote for license was 3120. and 17S6 
against, reducing the majority to 1334 
as compared wild 2059 two 5-earj ago. 
The advocates of prohibition rr.ade a 
! strong effort to increase their vote this 


year, having workers at all the polling 


; places, and of coarse the liquor inter- 


ests were at work as usual in favor of 
license.

la the habit of drinking tea at much 
too high a temperature. Sir ITonry 
Thompson points out In hla book on 
"Diet In Delation to Ago and Activi- 
ty." 


"Few persons are aware that they 


habitually swallow hot liquids, tea es- 
pecially, at n 
temperature which If 


applied to the handa or feet would In- 
flict painful scalds. Most tea drinkers 
taie It about HO to 145 degrees F, 
which the mouth bears very well If 
llowly sipped, while tha cup Itself la 
too hot to be hold by any band. 


"But the habit of swallowing such 


tea. Is Injurious to tho etomacb, and It 
enght not to be taken above 130 de- 
grees or so. Again, water at 120 de- 
grees, which feels a little more than 
lukewarm In tho mouth, canscs severe 
p«In If the hand Is dipped In It and 
cannot be endured."

the discovery of radium by the Curies 
In 1S9S, and the production by Sir WN- 
Ham Crookcs of the spinthariscope, to 
which a microscopic bit of radlnm silt 
on a wire excites a scintillation of tiny 
•Urj on being brought near a disk 
coated with rtnc tnlphlde.

The re-election of President Wood- 


row Wilson seems to be asanred, the 
State of California registering its elec- 
toral vote for the Democratic candidste 
which gives him a majority of the elec- 
toral college.

ballots, it is doubtful if there will be 
any material change in .the result of 
the election. 


The days since the election on Tues-

Cleveland in 1SS4 has there been such 
long-continued ro>pense following an 
election.

the result is known before the morning 
following election day, bat the remark- 
ably close vote this year made it very 
uncertain. 


The re-election of President Wilson is 


a grave disappointment to millions of 
patriotic citizens. 
Republican votes, 


aided by the women's votes in Suffrage 
states like California and Kansas, are 
responsible for his election. And th«e 
votes were won for Wilson on the cow- 
ardly slogan "He has kept us out o 
war!" 
Without discussing the truth of 


this assertion, which is certainly a de- 
batable subject, the true American 
should be chagrined and humiliated that, 
such an issue could take precedence' 
over the true Americanism, regardless 
of fear or favor, that was represented 
in the person of Judge Hughes. We 
have believed hitherto that the weak- 
kneed policy of President Wilson was 
but his own policy, that would be re- 
buked by the nation, but lo-day the 
American people stand committed lo an 
endorsement of hia acts.

This year has seen Ihe return ,of the 


bicycle to popular'f'avor, and to 'satisfy 
renewed demand manufacturers this 
year put'out 600,000 bicycles,'compared 
with 300,000 in 1915. More "bikes" 
would have been made this year except 
for shortage of tubing and of labor. 
The doubling of production compared 
with 1915 has not satisfied the demand, 
and the slogan among the manufac- 
turers for 1917 is "1,000,000 bicycles." 


This output will be within hailing dis- 


tance of the record production reached 
in the years 1S9>97, when bicycles were 
turned out at the rate of over 1,200,000 
per annum. 


The bicycle industry with an output 


of 1,000,000 would represent a gross 
business of about $25,000,000. which 
with accessories would run above ?35,- 
000,000. Since the late '90s tho bicycle 
declined steadily in popular favor and 
production fell off from well over 1,- 
000,000 to under 300,000 in 1914-15. 
Prices in this period were lowered sub- 
stantially, but this year has seen a turn 
upward and even further advances may 
be made.

All the oysters on the 
eastern and southern coasts of the 
United Slates belong to one bpeclcs, 
which has, however, many local varie- 
ties; the native oyster of the Pacitic 
itatcs of a wholly different species. 


In about thlrty-Dve countries oyster 


farming is a special Industry. The an- 
nual oyster crop of the world now 
imounts to moro than 40,000,000 bush- 
rls, for which tho fishermen audplanl- 
rre receive about $25,000,000. The 
United States furnishes nearly 00 per 
cent of the crop. 


Few animals arc more prolific than 


oysters, but of tho millions of micro- 
scopic young that a sliigle full grown 
oyster produces only a very small per- 
centage survive Infancy. 
The heavy 


natural mortality among oysters nt all 
limes is particularly marked In their 
early mouths. The newly born young 
• re for a few hours free swimming 
creatures, wafted about by tides and 
currents, and unless they settle down 
on u suitable surface they quickly per- 
ish.

visible to the naked eye (hoy are not 
Eb!e to vli:iiigc Ihotr position. When 
the teniiK-ralurc, density, tides and cur- 
rents are favorable- the floating yoimir 
go to t!io Iwttom nml !>ccon:e attached 
to the shells of old oysters or to any 
other hard surfaces that may be pres- 
ent, but all (hat fall on a muddy or 
soft, sandy bottom or on slimy sur- 
faces soon perish. Modern oyster cul- 
ture aims primarily to save the free 
iwlmmiug young, and oyster planters 
therefore provide clean shells, tiles nml 
other hard objects to which the "spat," 
as the young oysters are called, can 
ittach themselves. 


Oysters have been under culture loug- 


tr than any other shellfish. A simple 
type of cultivation flourished In China 
it a very remote period and probably 
intedated by some centuries the begin- 
ning of oyster culture Ip Italy, which 
was about thVyear 100 B. C. With the 
Increasing demand for oysters they 
came to be cultivated in all the Impor- 
tant maritime countries of Europe. In 
other parts of the old world and In the 
western hemisphere the growing of 
ayeters by artificial means has become 
in Important IndD:t.y, so that today 
oyaters are the mo 
extensively culti- 


vated of all aquatic i. iltnals. 


The human animal Is not the only 


one that looks with favor upon the edi- 
ble qualities of the oyster. At every 
itage In its career It Is attacked by a 
horde of dangerous enemies, some of 
which are most destructive after the 
oyster has put on Its stoutest armor. 
Before the young oyster attaches Itself 
It Is extensively consumed by adult 
oysters and various other shellfish as 
well as by fishes that strain their food 
from the water. When the oyster at- 
tains its shell a new set of shellfish 
enemies provided with drills begin 
tielr attacks and extract the soft parts 
through minute holes that they make 
In the valves.

Another law was meant, to slop the 


congregation eif the population In the 
cities before It really begun. It was a 
law 
To Promote 
Agriculture and Protect 
Morals. 
We prohibit and forbid nil farmers from 


removing to Ihl3 town, Quebec, under any 
pretext whatever, without our permission 
In writing, on pain of being expelled and 
Mnt back to their farmt, furnlluro and 
goods being confiscated and a flno of 69 
francs for the benefit at hospital!. And. 
furthermore, wo forbid the Inhabitants at 
fhta town, Quebec, letting houses or rooms 
to persons coming In from the country on 
pain ot a flr.e of 100 francs, also (or hos- 
pitals. 


A. law forbidding profanity provided 


the. punishment for tho first offense, to 
be a pecuniary flue, for the second, 
third and fourth repetition the fine waa 
to bo doubled, tripled and quadrupled, 
for the fifth offense "Uiey ahall set in 
the pillory on Sunday and other festi- 
val days, there lo remain from 8 in the 
morning till 1 In the afternoon, ciposed 
to all Borta of approbrtuin and abuse." 
The slitli punishment was that "they 
bo led to the pillory and have the upper 
lip cut with a hot iron." For the sev- 
enth they were to have the lower Up 
cut In the same, manner. The law far- 
ther provides: 


And If by reason of obstinacy and In- 


voterato had habit ther continue after all 
theso punishments to utter oaths and blaa- 
phemles It la our will and command that 
they have the tongue completely cut out 
so that hereafter thoy cannot utter them 
again. 


The judiciary portion of Michigan 


territory In the early days was com- 
posed of "county courts" and "Justices 
of the peace." The "courts" consisted 
of three Judges, none ot whom were 
lawyers. Their Jurisdiction, both civil 
and criminal, was limited. It Is need- 
less to say that the Justice courts were 
conducted without much regard to cer- 
emony. 


In one suit brought to recover the 


amount of a note of hand a Jury of sli 
was Impaneled, the foreman of which 
was a large and portly individual who 
bore the title of colonel. Probably on 
account o£ bis assumed military* rank 
he was permitted to wear hlg hat dur- 
ing the entire trial. 


One of the witnesses made repeated 


statements that were Irrelevant and 
contradictory, and one of the counsel 
as often rose and toot eiception, but 
each tune ha was overruled by tie Jus- 
tice. At each objection the colonel 
manifested • great deal of annoyance 
by fidgeting In his seat and talking in 
loud whispers to Ills fellow Jurors. 


Finally the witness made a state- 


ment that was so opposed to every nile 
of evidence and common sense that the 
attorney who had so often attempted 
to exclude this eort of evidence conld 
no longer silently submit He again 
rose from his seat and respectfully 
appealed 
to 
the court, protesting 


against such statements going to the 
Jnry as testimony. 


Thereupon the worthy colonel Im- 


pressively rose from bis seat and swore 
he would no longer sit there and hear 
that "lawyer feller make a fuss." He 
said he had taken the oath as a Juror 
to decide the case according to the evi- 
dence, and If he couM not hear the 
whole story from the witness he should 
leave the courtroom. 


He accordingly made several strides 


toward the door when the Justice arose 
and, approaching the irate 
Jnror. 


placed a hand on his shoulder and 
begged him to return to his seat with 
the Jury, promising that the trouble- 
tome attorney should not again be al- 
lowed to Interfere with the evidence. 


After some persuasion the colonel 


consented to return. Pressing bis hat 
more firmly on his head, he exclaimed 
as he took his seat: 


•TVell, 111 try It once more, but 


danged It I will stand any more of that 
lawyer feller's nonsense." The attor- 
ney gave tip In despair, and the oppos- 
ing counsel had things all his own way 
after that—Detroit Saturday Night 


ORIGIN OF OUR HOLIDAYS.' 


A Womin'i Influence In Nationalizing 


Thanktgiving, 


Kirst and last chough sentiment has 


been eijieijJod upon American iwlitlca 
to equip a regiment of poets laureate. 
Distinctly American holidays are full 
of II. Fourth of July, of course, made 
Itself. The 22d of February became 
one by common consent. It bad its 
origin In a convivial (upper In a New 
York tavern In 17S3, when a company 
met to listen to an original ode and 
Jrlnk Innumerable toasts. Enthusiasm 
survived the wine, and as the gentle- 
men went guyly and unsteadily borne 
they swore lo meet again on future an- 
niversaries. 
Hofanled at first as a 


purely party custom, It broadened be- 
yond Federal circles lo take In all 
Americans. Jefferson's followers at- 
tempted a similar observance in Ms 
honor, but he countered with another 
bit of sentiment, refusing to divulge 
the date, on Hie ground that only the 
birthday of the nation should be so 
treated. 


Thanksgiving was sectional unil re- 


ligious as well as iwlltlcal, and senti- 
ment graced It In plenty. One cf the 
customs that lingered In good old New 
England households until the middle 
of tho l«8t century was to lay .five 
grains of corn upon the plate of every 
person at table In memory of a day In 
early colonial history when five ships 
came .sailing Into harbor Just In time 
to'chase away the specter of famine. 


It was Washington who appointed 


the first national day of thanksgiving 
at the Instance of congress, after the 
adoption of the constitution. For many 
years, however, annual observance of 
the day remained a matter of stale ac- 
tion, virtually confined to New Eng- 
land. Like the 22d of February, it be- 
came a national custom only gradual- 
ly; unlike the 22d of February, it 
spread largely through the influence of 
a woman, Mrs. .Sarah Josepha Hale, 
who advocated it for twenty years In 
tho editorial columns of Godcy's I-ady 
Book.—Helen Nicolay in Century.

When ho arrived In Tcinbu- 
land he unloaded the stock, opened the 
kegs o£ liquor, without which no trade 
could bo done In those dityg, and start, 
ed business. 


The natives did. not take kindly to 


tho headgear. They wanted blankets 
and beads and looking glasses nnd 
grog. They refused to have anything 
to do with hats nnd would not buy 
them no matter how low the price. 


Then another of the bright Ideas for 


which he was famous occurred to An- 
drles. Ue refused to sell anything un- 
less a bat was purchased also. 


When a KalHr buys anything he to 


going to make use of it, and the unfor- 
tunate Kaflirs therefore, donned the 
headgear and returned to their kralls 
Fashion rules the world. It Is tho 
same in Africa as elsewhere, and when 
the slay at homes saw their relatives 
nnd friends wearing this strange cov- 
ering their desire to do the same wns 
eiclted, and they paid Andrles a visit, 
and he unloaded the remainder of his 
stock on them at a price which brought 
him a large profit on the original In- 
vestment.

Inlcrosllnx more limn cffrMlve. how- 
ever, and did Mule damujje bvyjiul 
scaring bnilly every cue who fin-eil 
them for the lirst time. 


Improvements cyme In the course of 


time, nnd the arquebus, also called Ihc 
callvcr ami which 11:15 modeled some- 
what after the crossbow, came on the 
market. 
The work the Spanish did 


with the new wea^jon wns not a Joke, 
And uniler the Duke of Aha, n little 
later, they also Introduced the musket, 
an Improvement on the arquebus, but 
still a clumsy affair, fired by a match 
and so heavy that It could only he 
aimed frotu a rest. It had n tremen- 
dous bore, however, and could slop a 
horse at 500 yards, so it soon became 
the universal military arm. 


Early In the eighteenth century the 


flintlock displaced tho matchlock. The 
Chnrleville 
musket, 
introduced by 


F-afarelte and Iho first regulation gun 
In the bands of American soldiers, was 
of this type. 


A Scotch clergyman, Alexander For- 


sythe, wns responsible for the next big 
advance, tho percussion cap.ovhlch ho 
Invented in 1SOT. The Prussian needle 
gun wns Ihc Bret successful military 
breechloader, although the principle 
was not new—the Spanish had them 
aboard the ships of the armada. 


Hilling also Is very old. 
Oaspanl 


Roller of Vienna nnd August Kotter of 
Nuremberg were rivals for the honor 
of the invention about 1520. As has 
been pointed out, however, these Im- 
provements had to be laid nslde until n 
day of belter workmanship. 


Most of Ihe fighting up lo 1850 was 


done wilh smoothbores, even Na|»- 
leon discarding the rifle. Hrecchloadcrs 
were used near the close of our own 
war, and very soon the muzzle loader 
became ft curiosity. 


Winchester, an American, Invented 


one of the first successful repenting 
rifles, and the Turks used Ihcm against 
the Itusslans in 1877.

Tho next building on tho corner, now 


unoccupied, was n three story house, 
then In tho occupation of Messrs. X.cnaa 
nnd Moses Hammond as a [minting es- 
tablishment which avocation they pur- 
sued there quite extensively us a lead- 
ing party in thai business for several 
years. Then they removed to IhcGibbs 
estate, mentioned before, now known 
aa that of William K. Covell. After its 
evacuation by the 
Hammonds, Mr. 


Voso had a confectionery there. Mr. 
Yose succeeded, by Mr. Philip Rider, 
who afterwards purchased the Aquid. 
neck House (which hnd been built by 
Mr. Alexander Murray) and was Ha 
landlord for some years. 
Previous to 


the Messrs.. Hammond,Major Henry 
Bull, Sr.( had had his store in this build 
ing, as 1 have been told, he having re- 
moved to hia own building whicb I havo 
heretofore described. 


Having piloted you down the west 


side of Tnnmes Street, 1 now take leave 
to recur to the east side, beginning at 
Mary Street where we left off before. 


The house on tho south corner of 


Mnry ;init 1 hunies Streets was the diy 
good's store of Mr. John K. Townsen:!, 
who had kept it there for many >e;u-s 
previously, and continued in it for nu.ny 
years afler, until he rer.led ami sold tbe 
estate lo Mr. Willium Hnvl-er. 
.Mr. 


Barlxr removed his book store from the 
John Cogfrcshall house directly up|x>- 
site, already referred to. 
Here he dis- 


pensed books and stationery, nnd par- 
sued tbe business of bindinR books lor a 
very lonj* time, his fsmily l.ving in the 
same buildine until he finally retired 
and removed bis family to a new bouse 
which he had built on Ayrault street. 
The store is now, and has been for 
many years, kept as a dry floods store 
by Mr. Wm. B. Sherman, Jr. 


The next building, in my early recol- 


lection was owned by'the late Daniel C. 
Dfinhanv-Eso/, and occupied by him as 
a jeweller's and silversmith s estab- 
lishment. It.was then a.comparatively 
new building, having been recently 
erected by Mr. Denhsm in place of a 
small building formerly occupying the 
same site, and which was the property 
and residence of a quaint and eccentric 
old person by the name of Charity 
Fitch, who had disappeared before my 
time, but whom 1 have frequently heard 
referred to, and her 
eccentricities 


quoted by persons older than myself. 


After Sir. Denham retired from this 


location, which he did not very much 
later, it was, for many years, the boot 
and shoe store of the late Colonel Ben- 
jamin Marsh, who was very familiar to 
most of us, and whose habits of appli- 
cation, and cheerful and urbane man- 
ner and sterling character made him a 
universal favorite. 
Col. Marsh 
sur- 


vived his retirement from business for 
a number of years. He was my next 
door neighbor and good friend for more 
than forty years, having purchased the 
land adjoining my homestead, and built 
a house and removed into it not far 
from the time of my marriage. During 
the time of Mr. Marsh's occupation of 
the store, it was at one time divided 
into two stores, the northermost of 
which was a dry goods store kept by 
Mr. John Jouvet for' some time, and 
afterwards by the late Mr. James Phil- 
lips. After Mr. Marsh's evacuation of 
the store, Messrs. John M. and George 
Popple continued the same business 
there, and were followed by the Messrs- 
Tamer in the dry goods trade. 


It is now the •property of Hon. John 


P. Sanbom, and it 13 the office building 
of tbe Newport Metcnry, latelv erected 
by Mr. Sanborn, the Publisher'and Pro- 
prietor of that ancient journal. In the 
building is the office of the City Board 
of Health, and also some club rooms. 


The next building accommodated at 


the date I start from, the store and 
boot and shoe making business of that 
very respectable 
Quaker gentleman. 


' David Redman who had dene a large 


business here, for a long time. The 
building was owned at that tin:o by 
.Mr. Christopher Fowler, who, at this 
time, was one of Ihe most prom;r.,:nt 
citizens ef >ewport, p.r.d resided in the 
house, f>n Marv stroet, lately occupied 
hy JobPeciham, Esq. 
" ' 


A few years later, Mr. Fowler having 


died, sr.d Mr. Redman having removed 
to New Bedford, Mr. Benjamin H. Ail- 
rnsn. who hsd formerly been an appren- 
tice of Mr. Rodman's, purchased the 
estate of Mr. Fowler'? heirs, and re- 
moved his b-jot ai:t) shoe cusitiess into 
it. from the old Marsh estate before- 
mentioned. He prosecuted his avoca- 
tion for many years until he relinquished 
it to his son B. H. Ailman, Junr. 
This 


shoe business is still pursued in the 
same place by -Mr 
M. Holm. 
The 


other stores have been occupied at va- 
rious times by Charles E. Hammett, 
junr.; Henry Kiley, Tailor; Mr. Mar- 
shall Hall, Jeweler; Miss Saver, fancy 
goods; and the middle one, shortly af- 
ter Mr. Aiiruau's purchase, was kept 
by Joseph and John Weaver aa a hat 
store, succeeded by Jacob Weaver in 
the same 
business. 
Possibly there 


have been other occupants whom 1 do 
not now recall. The property stili re- 
mains in the ownership of some of Mr. 
Ailmar.'s heirs, ar.d B. H. Ailman, 
Junr., has his residence in it. 


The Aiiman estate had 
originally 


been a part of the Jahleel Brenton 
property, and the building has the ear- 
marks ol very considerable antiquity, 
one being the (rambrel roof so commun 
among the oider classes of Newport 
houses.
